Soviet Food Targets. Cut

MOSCOW, March 7 GNYT).— 
The Soviet Union has reduced the 
planned growth of its food indus- 
try for the next five years, ap- 
parently as a result of a bad 
harvest and shortages of fodder. 

According to statistics in the 
five-year plan's final version, 
published today, the food indus- 
try is slated to increase produc- 
tion by 93 to 25 per cent by 1980. 
This is down from the level of 26 
cent originally called for 
by the draft five-year plan put 
forth in December.

Fugitive Col. Dimka 
Seized at Roadblock

LAGOS, March 7 (WP)— 
Lt. Col, B.S. Dimke, who led the 
abortive coup attenpt in which 
the Nigerian heed of state, Gen. 
Murtala Mohammed, was slain 
on Feb. 13, has been arrested by 
military police in the east-central 
Nigerian state of Anambra. 

Col Dimka was picked up at 
@ roadblock Friday morning while 
traveling east toward the town 
of Abakaliki, government spokes- 
men said. 

According to news reports, Col. 
Dimka was first sighted when he 
checked into a hotel Thursday 
night in the small town of Afikdo, 
near the state capital of Enugu. 
The reports said the hotelkeeper 
apparently recognized Col. Dimka 
and notified police. But the 
colonel escaped. 

Roadblocks were then set up 
in the vicinity. 

After his capture, Col, Dimka 
was taken to military headquar- 
ters in Enugu for questioning 
before being sent to Lagos. 

Military Tribonal 

Col, Dimka will be tried before 
8. military tribunal assembled last 
week to deal with those Involved 
in the coup attempt. The gov- 
ernment has announced that αὶ 
guilty verdict will mean a man- 
datory death sentence by hanging. 
Col. Dimka's chances for survival 
are negligible.

So the meetings of the Northern Ireland 
convention have come to a futile close, -and 
the British government has concluded that 
it “is clearly not possible to make progress 
toward a devolved system of government for 
Northern Ireland." Britain will continue to 
ruie; the Irish Republican Army will con- 
tinue to fight; the radical Protestants will 
retaliate, and the wasting struggle that has 
consumed so much of Ulster during the last 
four years will move on its destructive 
course. And the villains of the piece are the 
irraconcilables of both sides. 

This tragedy of the uncompromising is not 
confined to Northern Ireland. The fragile 
truce agreement in Lebanon is threatened 
hv Mos.em extremists; a faction of the Rho- 
desian African National Council has called 
the negotiations between blacks and whites 
there a “waste of time”; over any possible 
solution for the dilemma of the Middie East 
hovers the shadow ot sweeping demands by 
the Palestine Liberation Organization and 
Stubborn resistance to any concessions by 
groups within Israel. 

There was a time when compromise solnu- 
tions might have been imposed, either by 
the good sense of the moderates or the sup- 
Pression of the extremists. But that was 
before small, frenetic minorities had acquired 
the power to damage soclety which they now 
possess, and the degree of acceptance they 
enjoy. This is, doubtless, in part due to a 
substantial weakening of social discipline, 
in part to the effect of mndern arms and 
explosives on communities that, by their 
very cohesiveness and interdependence, have 


‘become much more susceptible to attack, . 


much more sensitive to disruption than they 
once were, : ; : 
The practical effect of terror is demon~ 
strable. As for the softening of the social 
fabric, that may be attributed to a widen- 
ing belief in freedom and a lessening of pres- 
sures toward responsibility, as well as 8 
romanticization of those willing to die for 
® cause. That the cause may not oniy be 
ἃ lost cause, in terms of popular understand- 
ing and belief, but a wrong cause in what 
tt portends for the peoples and institutions 
involved, can be obscured by the loyalty of 
its defenders; that the willingness to die 
has been an attribute of every movement in 
history since Neanderthal man ‘fought the 
‘Cro-Magnons, and may be more a derogation 
of the intelligence of the head than a trib- 
ute to the goal for which they perished, are 
truths that can be drowned in mere emotion. 
In any case, both the weapons and‘ the 
appeal of the irreconcilabies are making 


conciliation in many areas virtually impos-- 


sible, and are imposing on peoples’ struggles 
what a modicnm.of common sense would 
make unnecessary. Sometimes, as appar- 


ently is the case in Portugal and may pos- © 


sibly prove to be in Spain, the worst can be 
avoided—the worst, in such cases, meaning 
the triumph of some ultimate of left or right 
that would mean inevitabie fighting to come. 
But such Instances are all too rare in a 
world that is desperately in need of fewer 
dangerous illusions and a greater respect for 
the realities that all mankind faces if it is 
to survive'on 2 shrinking planet. , 


Planes to Egypt 


Showing full awareness of the domestic 
political sensitivity of the issue, the Ford 
.administration has started discreet discus- 
sions with Congress on lifting a two-decade- 
old embargo on military shipments to Egypt. 
This was an inevitable evolution, following 
Jast year’s Sinai disengagement agreements 
—part of the price which the United States 
undertook to pay, in full consultation with 
the Israeli government. to bring about the 
historic separation of Egyptian and Israeli 
forces. 

Proposing an initial sale of six C-130 mil- 
itary transport aircraft requested by Pres- 
ident Sadat, the State Department is taking 
the unusual—and wise—-step of consulting 
on Capitol Hill in advance of the transac- 
tion, rather than the usual practice of sub~ 
mitting a fait accompli for routine legis= 
lative authorization. 

“U.S. foreign policy would be far better off 
if successive administrations had never got 
into the position of using arms sales as 
direct instruments of <iplomacy, but it is a 
little late to Invoke that longstanding objec- 
tion in this particular case. The general 


commitment to consider Egypt's military . 


needs—especially after the expulsion of 
Soviet military suppliers — was publicly 
acknowledged when the Sinai agreements 
were reachéd, so there can now be no le- 
gitimate surprise’ at the administration’s 
Proposal, : 

The political risk which Président Sadat 


ran upon entering into the Sinai disengage-_ 


ment was evident from the start. On the 
defensive inside the Arab world, Sadat needs 
every encouragement ‘to maintain his rela- 
tively moderate policy—including some access 
to US. military equipment, although there 
are firm limits to the quality of military aid 
which this country can supply to Egypt and 
still maintain its fuadamental commitment 
to Israel's security. ; 


There must be no illusions that coagres- 
sional approval for. this initial transaction 
with Egypt would con:titute a blank check 
ior further sales of a racre menacing cnar- 
acter. Each proposed transaction will have 
to be subjected to close scrutiny for its 
effects on the military balance among the 
Middle Eastern belligerents.

.  Gerontocracy is alive and well in the 
Kremlin. That 15 the indisputable lesson 
taught by the impact of the 25th Soviet 
Communist party congress on the Moscow 
leadership. The clique of elderly gentlemen 
that has ruled the Soviet Union so far dur- 
ing the 1970s remains in control. 

The marginal changes announced last week 
involve the removal of the “young” Dmitri 
Polyansky, who is still on the right side of 
60, and the election of Dmitri Ustinov, now 
67, and Grigori- Romanov, a mere stripling 
of 53. But the real kernel of power remains 
in the hands of Messrs. Brezhnev, Kosygin, 
Suslov and Podgorny, a quartet whose aver~ 
age age exceeds 70. 

. Throvghout the congress now concluded it 
was evident that the effort was to convince 
‘both the Soviet people and the outside world 
that continuity and stability are the key 
features of Soviet rule. 

From the point of view of the outside 
world, there is something good to be sald 
@bout a Kremlin gerontocracy. The ruling 


Soviet 70-year-oids are hardly likely to push 
an adventurous course that would pose se- 
rious risks of thermonuclear war. Their 
instinct for aggression seems more likely to 
be expressed in trying to capture isolated 
targets of opportunity—future Angolas where 
the dead can be Cubans or Africans rather 
than Russians. 

But what the actuaries call “the force of 
mortality” acts upon elderly Kremlin leaders 
just as it does upon their contemporaries 
everywhere else. There is a substantial 
probability that by 1980 several present 
members of the Politburo will he dead. Pre- 
cisely because Brezhnev and his colleagues 
Kiave hoarded power so long and are sa 
clearly reluctant to share it with a new 
generation, when the time comes for new 
leaders, the battles in the Kremlin will be 
more difficult than they would have been 
had today’s gerontocrais been willing to 
retire gracefully before death or iliness forces
